IN MANY ONTARIO AREAS 


Toronto, May 4.—Wind, rain, snow 
and generally unseasonable weather 
prevailed over the greater part of On- 
‘tario yesterday, causing thousands of 
dollars of damage on land and inter- 
fering with shipping on the Great 
Lakes’ Rivers were over their banks 
at a number of places and further 
damage is feared from rising water. 

Property on the shores of Lake 
Erie, Lake Ontario and Lake St. Clare 
has been damaged, many summer re- 
sorts reporting cottages ruined. Lake 
Ontario at Oakville is reported at the 
-highest stage for a decade. St. Cather- 
ines experienced a miniature cloud- 
burst that flooded cellars. The Hum- 
ber River at Toronto has spread over 
its banks ‘and flooded flats, while the 
Don River is at a new peak and, with 
continued rain, may overflow. Railway 
traffic has been disrupted by wash- 
outs.

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IMPROVING TURKEY FLOCKS 


The trade in turkeys has been grow: 
ing rapidly in recent years, Many tons 
of market stock are shipped out each 
autumn and winter particularly for 
the Thanksgiving and Christmas 
trade. Breeders of turkeys in the 
province of Alberta have taken steps 
to improve their stock and‘ have organ- 
ized themselves into the Alberta 
Bronze Turkey Breeders’ Association. 
One hundred and fifty members of 
this body have already had 2,356 of 
their breeding birds banded and clas- 
sified into three grades. Birds going 
into A grade are required to be almost 
perfect specimens weighing 16 pounds 
and upwards for young hens and 25 
ponuds or more for young toms. One

C.P.S.S, “Princess Norah” on which the first 


hen Viscount Willingdon, Gov- 

ernor-General of Canada, and 
Lady Willingdon visited the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island on the 
inaugural cruise of the new Can- 
adian Pacific steamer “Princess 
Norah” two new epochs were mark- 
ed for that far-flung corner of the 
Dominion. 

It was the first time that a Can- 
adian Viceroy had ever seen, and 
in turn, been seen on the rugged 
coast that is now looming as one 
of the nation’s important industrial 
and tourist regions; further the 
arrival of the Norah brought the 
most luxurious passenger steamer 
ever to ply in regular service in 
West Coast waters, now to be the 
permanent run of the staunch little 
Clyde-built vessel. 

The West Coast had decked itself 
in gala attire for the visit of the 
great white chief from Ottawa, 
tremendous excitement prevailing 
among whites and Indians alike at 
the various ports of call. Local in- 
terest, was heightened by the fact 
that Their Excellencies cast for- 
mality to the four winds, and en- 
tered into the spirit of the many 
receptions and celebrations with a 
zest not exceeded by any tourist 
on .the coast. Incidentally, Lord 
Willingdon intimated after the ter- 


mination of his voyage that it 
would not be the last occasion on 
which he would see that particular 
part of Vancouver Island, 

Loyalty of the Indians, evident 
at all points touched, was partic- 
ularly demonstrated at Friendly 
Cove, historic spot discovered by 
Captain Cook in 1778, when a 
lineal descendant of the great 
Chief Maquinna, who first saw the 
white man, gathered his tribe, the 
Nootka Indian band, in the great 
council hall to greet the vice-regal 
party. It was here that Lord and 
Lady Willingdon were recipients 
of one of the most valuable gifts in 
the bestowal of the coast Indians, 
a huge forty-foot totem pole that 
has stood for years on the sandy 
shores of Friendly Cove, the envy 
of collectors from many parts of 
the world. 

Presentation of the totem was 
touching in its simplicity yet its 
significance was not lost. Chief 
Napoleon, head of the Nootka 
Band, descendant of Maquinna, was 
first to extend the Indians’ official 
welcome, elaborate ceremony which 
included the famous dance of the 
Thunder Bird, marking this part 
of the rites, Later, the Indians led

the council hall, and Chief Jack, 
another of the Nootka Band, 
mounted the pedestal to deliver an 
impassioned peroration in his- na- 
tive tongue. . 

His Excellency stood attentively 
until the Indian Chief had finished 
his speech, taking it, probably, for 
the usual honeyed words of wel- 
come. His astonishment and that 
of many of the chief’s hearers was 
great when “Billy” Lord, well- 
known industrial leader on the 
west coast, acting in the role of un- 
official intespreter, told His Excel- 
lency that Captain Jack had pre- 
sented the big forty-foot carving 
as a gift. 

Significance of the gift lies in 
the tremendous value which the 
Indians themselves place on their 
historical totems. It -would have 
been a somewhat parallel case, one 
of the men familiar with west 
coast customs said, if a white man, 
on being visited by vice-royalty, 
had with one magnificent gesture 
given away his home and the 
greater part of his fortune, ° xt

accepted the gift with delight, and 
announced that plans would be 
made to have it removed from its

Health is a subject of vital interest 
to everyone and this interest has re- 
sulted in some places in a week set 
aside called “Health Promotion 
Week.” During this week every indi- 
vidual is urged to find out what a bal- 
anced diet is. By a balanced diet we 
mean one in which all three classes of 
food are represented in good propor- 
tion. The three classes are: 

Regulating foods—those which keep 


the body machinery in good working! 


order. They contain laxative material, 
minerals, vitamins, and are found in 
cereals, fruit, vegetables and milk. 

_Building foods—those which keep 
the body in repair and which build the 
new tissues of the growing child. 
They are cheese, eggs, fish, meats, 
milk, dried vegetables, and nuts. — 

Fuel foods—provide the body with 
heat and energy, which includes fats, 
cereals, sugars and starchy veget- 
ables. 

Perhaps that all sounds perplexing, 
but a few rules for planning meals 
have been found to help one to eat 
wisely and keep well. 

1. Select at least one food from 
each group for every meal. 

2. ‘Use freely foods which are laxa- 
tive, such as bran and whole cereals. 

3. Serve two or more vegetables 
other than, potatoes every day. Serve 
as many fresh vegetables and salad 
plants as possible. 

4. Serve fruit at least ‘once a day. 

5. Include plenty of milk for both 
drinking and cooking purposes. : 

6. Plan for the day or several days, 
rather than for each separate meal. 

7. As you plan the meals, think 
‘how they will look and taste. when 
’ yeady to serve. — ; ie

RED DEER TO GET 
E. B. EDDY MATCH PLANT 


Red Deer, Alta, May 3.—The E. B 
Eddy Company will establish a match 
factory in Red Deer, it was’ announced 
by Mayor Harold Snell, following a 
special meeting of the city council this 
morning. A telegram from A. G. Wood- 
rugg, general manager of the com- 
pany, authorized the anouncement. 

Mayor Snell stated that the plant 
would employ 100 men at the outset. 
A site, comprising forty acres, had 
been. set aside. It is located west 
of the Canadian Pacific . Railway 
tracks, and adjacent to the Red 
Deer river, as a bountiful supply of 
water is necessary to the operation 
of the plant. : 

The mayor said. that the city of 
Red Deer had been in contact with 
the Eddy company for a long time, 
and that all negotiations had been 
consummated other than the submit- 
ting of a bylaw providing for a fixed 
assessment. This was one of the pur- 
poses of the council meeting today. 
The mayor did not anticipate any dif- 
ficulty in respect of securing the con- 
sent of the ratepayers. 

“This will be an important industry, 
not only to Red Deer, but to Alberta,” 
the mayor observed. So soon as the de- 
tails are worked out, actual construc- 
tion will be started. Surveys have re- 
vealed that there is almost unlimited 
timber for match making to be found 
in the Rocky Mountain House and 
Breton districts. Through the co-oper- 
ation of the Calgary Power Company, 
attractive power rates have been se- 
cured, and the city will install water, 
sewer, and light services to the site. 
Then.the plant will be served by the 
Canadian Pacific and Canadian Na- 
tional railway systems.” 


ALBERTA TOWNS TO BENEFIT 
BY NEW ROAP PLAN 


Edmonton, May 3.—Alberta towns 


[that adopted the . fitty-fitt#’ ‘agreement 


with the provincial government for 


|the improvement of those sections of 


the main highway passing through 
their bounds will now have, from the 
same source, the opportunity’ of get- 
ting them cared for. 

Hon. O. L. McPherson, minister of 
public works, announces the ,govern- 
ment’s decision to put a new mainten- 
ance scheme into effect, under which 
the town pieces of roadway will be 
kept scraped and graded. 

Power-driven equipment over all 
the gravel roads of the province will 
be on the job this season, consisting 
of large tractor machines that will 
go over the roads daily, scarifying 
and dragging them, or as the« term 
now is, “blading” them. Hach of 
these machines will patrol some 265 
miles of roads, as against seven or 
eight miles that t he horse- drawn 
scrapers used to cover. 

Such patrols will include the towns 
along the route, and those of them 


| that accepted the government’s grad- 


ing and graveling proposition now 
will have a chance to get their sur- 
face maintenance work done by the 
motor patrols. A nominal charge 
covering the actual cost of the work 
will be made. 

Practically all the towns between 
Edmonton and Calgary are in line for 
this new blading service, and _ the 
north-to-south highway will accord- 
ingly be in the pink of condition all 
summer through. Millet has not yet 
joined the number, and Wetaskiwin 
is still working on _ independent 
lines. 


GARNET INFERIOR 
TO MARQUIS WHEAT 


Winnipeg, May 3.—Of color, vol- 
ume of loaf and gluten content, Garnet 
wheat is inferior to Marquis, though 
the two varieties show no appreciable 


_| differences in absorption and bread 


yield, according to the result of a test 
completed at the Keewatin mill of the 
Lake of the Woods Milling Company. 

“If a high quality of flour is to be 
a first consideration,” states the re- 
port of the company’s inyestigators, 
“we cannot reccomend Garnet for 
our mills, The result of this test 
further confirms our previous con- 
victions.”. : 

To stage the experiment, which 
gave results in accord with previous 


tests, a mix of 2,000 bushels of Gar- 


net wheat was milled in comparison 
with Marquis on a commercial basis. 

“An excellent sample of Garnet was 
used in the test,’ weighing 65% 
pounds per bushel and averaging 12.5

WORST BLIZZARD RAGES IN 
NORTH, TRAINS SNOWED IN 


Winnipeg, May 7. — For 10 days 
Northern Manitoba has been in the 
grip of the worst blizzard that has 
ever been known: to that territory 
north of Mile 442 in the Hudson Bay 
Railway. The line is completely 
blocked and strenuous efforts are be- 
ing made by thé Canadian National 
Railways to reach two work trains 
which are snowed in. One of these, 
carrying 160 men en route to Church- 
ill for the Department of Railways and 
Canals, and the other has, a smaller 
list of passengers southbound. 

As the line is blocked for a distance 
of at least 65 miles there has been the 
danger of food supplies on the trains 
running short. ' Realizing this, the 
company at the outset of the storm 
dispatched’ food by horses from a 
cache at Mile 460. Later when the 
horses were no longer able to get 
through, dog teams were sent out and 
now three tractors are plowing their 
way from Churchill to the trains. 

“If the worst comes to the worst,” 
said H. A. Dixon, regional chief engi- 
neer of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, “we shall use airplanes. The 
storm, which is still raging, is the 
worst the North country has ever ex- 
perienced in the memory of the old- 
timers.”

PRAIRIE FIRE IN- 
YOUNGSTOWN AREA 


Youngstown, Alta. May 6 — A 
prairie fire which started 12 miles 
south of Coronation.when a whirlwind 
caught up some stubble burning in a 
field, swept over 20 miles of country 
Thursday and Friday and burned 
fiercely for about 32 hours, being 
finally brought to'a halt eight miles 
north of Youngstbwn by local farmers 
and crews of men rushed out from this 
town by Constable Shaw of the A.P.P. 

Many of the farmers in the vicinity 
fought the fire all night and all the 
next day, but the long grass and stub- 
ble caused it to burn fiercely and de- 
fied their efforts for hours. A few 
buildings were destroyed. The fire cut 
a swath from one to five miles wide. 


_NEWSPAPER LAWS 


Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same; 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. . 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
Payment is made. 


8. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment, 

4. If .a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.

The policy responsible for: this de- 
velopment in the poultry industry is 
the Record of Performance for Poul- 
try under the direction of the Domin- 
ion Live Stock Branch. 

Since its inception nine years ago it 
has increased in usefulness, volume 
and efficiency, and altogether 162,873 
birds have been trapnested, and hand- 
led according to r.o.p. requirements. 
Of these 59,462 or 36 per cent have 
been certified, having met all require- 
ments regarding vigor, production, egg 
weight, breed type, and freedom from 
standard disqualifications.

Edmonton, May 3.—Unemployment from right to left. 
and sickness insurance as a possibil- 
ity in Alberta should be considered on 
the same basis as old age pensions, in 
the opinion of Premier Brownlee. 
That means that the Dominion and 
the provinces will have to get togeth- 
er and work out a scheme, if there 
‘ever is to be one. In the case of the 
old age pensions both governments 
share in the cost on a fifty-fifty basis. 

Asked for his comment on the dis- 
patch from Ottawa to the effect that 
the parliamentary committee recom- 
mends that such insurance should be 
based on compulsory contributions 
from state, emiployer and employe, 
but that the provinces are not ready 
to go on with the scheme, Mr. Brown- 
lee said: : 

“It probably is true. that under a 
Strict interpretation of the British 
North America Act the question of 
unemployment insurance is one fall- 
ing under the clauses providing for 
provincial jurisdiction. This is also 
true of old age pensions, but the Do- 
minion undertook, notwithstanding, 
to make a contribution. 


“A number of such questions will 
arise, as future development proceeds, 
and we shall have to forget a strict 
division of responsibility and get 
down instead to the practical ques- 
tion of how best they may be met and” 
financed, or else the constitution will 
haye to be re-cast so as to fix the re- 
sponsibility for financing schemes 
and movements necessary to meet 
new social conditions.”
